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PHILADELPHIA AND POLITICAL
FORM.
From the Harrisbury Patriol,

In speaking of the little influence which is
hossessed in Uongress by the delsgation from
*hiladelphia, one of its newspapera declares

it to be *‘in many reapects the tirst city in the
country.” So faras the character and ability
of its representation in the State Legislature
are concerned, Philadelphia is without doubt
the smallest eity of its size on this continent.
For years and years the State oapitol has been
disgraced bythe worst gangfrom Philadelphia
that ever polluted the halls of legislation.  To
the members from that city the people are
indebted for the organlzation of those ringas
which put up every importaut act of legisla-
tion for sale, It is to break np the evil power
of these men that the demand for some moa-
gures of reform has become univerdsal
‘throughout the Commonwealth, While eon-
fessing the bad obaracter of their representa-
tives, tho people of Philadelphia have not
made an earnest effort to sfake thom off,
The lot is growing worse with the return of
every year. There is anunally some loose
general denunciation in the city newspapers
which sirikes no one, and there
the matter ends. The nominating
conventiops mest, and the same candidates
are placed Lefore the people. In the midst
of a few faint and timorous protests the ma-
chinery of (he party is set in operation, and
the election u} the nominees follows as a
matter of course. Not less than thirty-four
thousand citizens of Philadelphia, acoording
to statistics, refrained from voting at the last
election. In this way they silontly protested
against that ring which has taken possession
o? the ballot boxes and put an end to Popuhr
elections in Philadelphia. They felt their
inability to break its power and they volun-
tarily disfranchised themselves,

The Union League on Broad strest is be-
coming quite active in the cause of constitu-
tional reform. If the future of that organi-
zation may be judged by its past there is
little room to expect any goodfrom its efforts.
When did the Union Leagne ever attempt to
make a head against the infamons delegation
to the State Legislature that Philadelphia
annually vowits? Beneath the shadow of the
League and under its auspices, some of the
worst of the Legislative gang have been
elected. The work of constitntional re.
form is to be started in the coming
Legislature, On the legislation of
next winter much will depend. Yet what
effort has gthe League mado to send
an able and upright delegation from Phila-
delphia ? Not the slightest that has been
made apparent to the public, Its zeal and
sincerity in bebalf of a reformed constitu-
tion may be well judged by the character of
the delegatlion which 1t has assisted to send
to the Legislature, It is not the purpose here
to attempt to create any divisions among the
true friends of constitutional reform. Some.-
thing must be done to bring down the evil
power of the gang in the Logislature, or the
Commonwealth will be nlturly at thelr mercy.
But it does seem that the Union League on
Broad street does not possess modesty as
one of the graces of its organization, elss it
wonld not 80 goon after emerging from an
election in which it made no effort to exalt
the character of the Legislature, set up its
staff for constitutional reform. It has foo
many of the stains of the last and former
eleotions on its garments. With all the
parade of its zeal not much is to be expected
of the Leagne, or of itsinfluence for good on
the delegation from Philadelphia., That in-
famous registry law which bas placed
the rights and liberties the oiti-
zens of Philadelphia at the
mercy of the ng of which William
B. Mann is the head, and William M. Buon
the tail, 18 a bantling of the League, Its
author is generally understood to be Charles
Gibbons, who figured prominently in the
recent movement of the Union League in
behalf of constitutional reform. This is the
institution, secret in its character and parti-
san in its aims, which seeks to lead the peo-

le of Pennsylvania in the path of reform
with the delegation which it has assisted te

send to the next Legislature.

SEORETARY COX AND THE CIVIL SER-
VICE.

It bas been the misfortune hitherto of the
attempts at reform in the civil service that
nobody could be made directly responsible
for its abuses, Thae conspienons instances of
corruption were charged to the defects of an
inherited system which everybody, even the
men who found their acconnt in its con-
tinuance, affected to deplore, but which
nobody saw kis way to subvert. But the
zeal of an honest Cabinet officer has ocom-
pelled the head of the civil service either to
acquiesce iv measures of reform or avow him-
self the champion of corruption. Most men
would bave shrunk from the sbamelegsness
implied in the latter proceduve. Bat, as
numerous and recent examples have shown,
the sensitiveness of My, Grant is not at all
delicate. It is fortunate in this instance that
he is as obtuse in intellect as he is torpid in
feeling. A more sensitive man would not
have openly espoused corruption. A cleverer
man would have constructed a specious plea
to save appearances. Dut a stolid and stupid
man in General Granot’s position would do
precisely what General Grant has done, and
show both his inability and his carelessness
to eonceal his sympathy with corraption and
his antipathy to its t:];sonontu g0 plainly that
the wayfaring rural radical editor, though he
were Mr. Greeley's typical “little oreature,”
cannot err therein,

Here socordingly is whal some of the
staunchest snpporters of Mr. Grant's admin.-
istration say of Mr. Grant's virtnal dismissal
of Becretary Cox:—

Of course, General Grant finds some apolo-
gists in the Republican press. But this thing
15 too open to Dbe blinked, and the spologista
for General Grant's course are so few and
their niterances so nncertain and so feeble as
to be in ludierous contrast to the general and
outspoken burst of indignant remonstrance.
For example, the Cincinnati (azefte, after
admittin_g that Cox wps rexioved because he
opposedgeorruption, is gnilty of the manifest
absurdity of predicting that Delano will be
sustained in opposing corruption. “‘The
removal of Cox,” its words are, ‘‘was un-
doubtedly a trinmph for the corruptionists;”
but Delano is able, Delano is politie, Delano
is this and that—as if it were at all likely
that a hungry vagrant would be at all
appeased by being refused his breakfast in
an able and politic manner. *‘It remains,”
says the (Gazelte, “‘for Mr. Delano to continue
the policy of his predecessor'—the policy,
N. B., for which his predecessor was dis-
missed, lest anybody shounld continue or imi-
tate it, Buch sophistry is too palpable to need
more than stating.

The Portland Ppress demands to know if
General Grant is “‘another Hercules, that :‘we
expect him by a single effort, at the first
trial, by his own unaided sltrength, to reform
abuses that have been flonrishing for years."”
No, we don't think General Grant is another
Hercules. Dut if Heronles, instead of stran.
gling the serpents, had submitted to be
swallowed by them, and even had the pelite-
ness to oil himself that he might be gulped
down more easily, we should accuse him of
a more serious fault than lack of Herculean
strenpth,

Finally, a very foolish paper in Philadel-
phin, the Bulletin, has the combined imbe-
cilil; and impudence to say that SBecre
Cox’s resignation “*has suddenly revealed to
these masses, whose essential national virtne
bes been tried sucecessfully in the fires of the
Iiebellion, that their houest leader. President
Grant, is struggling in vain against an enem
more tireless, more persistent, more skilful,
more reckless than those that confronted him
at Vickeburg, at the Wilderness, or before
Petersburg;” and that ‘‘the President’s ac-
ceptance of Secretary Cox’s resignation is an
appedl to the country against the ‘political
managers' whom, only, the Hecretary of the
Interior has offended. And the appeal will
pot be wade in vain."”

The defenses are as frivolons as the indict.
ment is damaging. In whatever direction
the reform of the civil service is sought, it is
now evident to everybody that it canoot be
sought with any chance of success while
General Grant remains where he is to
thwart it.

THE CHINESE BOGEY,
Fyrom the N. ¥.

A great many of our mechanies and work-
ing wen appear to be getting themselves into
& distressing state of alarm and unhappiness,
because coertain Mongolians prefer the United
States as a place for earning their living to
the ‘‘Central Kingdom.” "To the minds of
these terrified individuals, unpleasant phan-
toms are constantly presenting themselves,
of reduced wages and emnployment diffiecalt to
find. The intelligent industries of onr conn-
try are, in their v?uw, in imwinent danger of
being erushed by an avalanche of iguorant
and degraded Orientals, Bowmething must be
done. Coogress must be petitioned, The
Btate Legislatures must enact laws., The
Penple wust assemble and pass resolutions,
The conlmgeuoﬁu immediate. The orisis is
a fearful one. boring men and journey-
men mechanics muosl aronse themselves,
Honest toil must be protected, and the dig-
pity of the working classes preserved. If it
should turn out, in the course of a few yaars,
that all these apprehensions are groundless,
it would not be the first time in the history
of the world that people had been badly
frightened about nothing.

A Chineman is by no means deficient in an
appreciation of the value of money. The
difference between fifty or seventy-five cents
a day and a dollar and & helf or two dollars is
one that he is naturally capable of seeing as
clearly a8 an American. 1f he can get ten
dollars for a certain amount of work, he will
soon not only fail to be satisfied with five
dollars, but will learn to refuse nine and
three.quarters, He might be unable to ex-
plein in English the great principles of poli-
tical economy under which he does this,
and would, perbaps, find it diffiealt to eluci-
date them even in Chinese. But he prae.
tically recognizes and acts upon these prin-
ciples as truly a8 boys playiog ball recog-
nize the laws which govern 5:0 molion of
projectils,

But, as a question of fact, what has hith-
erto been the cffect of the emigration to the
flinited States of working men from countries
where labor was cheap ¥ In what riment
of industry have the millions who have come
here from Ireland and Germany diminished
the rute of wages ? Making every allowance
for the difference between our present cur-
rency and gold, the pay of these classes has,
in the last fifty years, inoreased in no pcase
less than twenty-five per cent., end in
many instances nearly doubled. If
there is sny substantial reason for appre-
hending lower wﬂu from the influx of
Asiatios, which didmot exist forty or fifty
Km sgo from the influx of Enropeans, we

The habit of
living on short allowanoce is one which
haman natare commonly finds little difficulty
in gotting rid of. The Eu emigrants
to this country have formed a marked illus.

men can accommodate their ideas to an in.
crease of income is confined to the Uancasian
m“‘

It is not at all improbable, indeed, that
most of the Ohinese will, for some time after
their arrival on our shores, work for less
wages than Americans, for the simple reason
that, on account of their ignorance of our
language, their services will not be worth so
much. A man who caunot understand a
word his employer says, and has to be talked
to by signs or through an interpreter, must
usually be contented with ocomparatively
small remoneration. But the disadvantage
that hinders his getting what other men re-
ceive will prevent, in a corresponding de-
gree, his becoming their compatitor.

There has beon lately, among certain
classes of the community, a growing feeling
that the best way for n man to improve his
own prospects is to prevent somebody alse
from getting a living. The ideas of onr me.
chanies, for instance, appenr to be often
mueck more directed towards hindering men,
outside of certain cliqgues and combinations,
from obtaining employment, than towards
perfecting themselves in a knowledge of
their trade. Simply as a matter of polioy,
not to speak of its injustice and not unfre-
quent cruelly, the whole system by which
they seek to oarry ont such ideas is wrong.
We believe that mechanics would, ia the
long run, get a great denl more by striving
to make their work intrinsically valuable,
than by efforts to keep np prives by creating
an artificial searcity of it. And we believe
that the liberal spirit of our fathers, which
allowed the emigrant to come freely to our
shores, was the best policy even for the inter-
ests of the very classes with whom he was
brought most into competition., It was, as
events bave abundantly shown, a wise policy
then; and thers is no renson why itis not
equally so now, We have, as n people, re-
garded America as tho asylnm of the destitute
and oppressed of all nations. Our position
before the world will be worse than nbsurd,
if, when the Chinese, or the inhabitants of
eny other country, desire to avail themsslves
of this hitherto justly boasted refnge, we de-
liberately begin to exercise our ingenuity in
conlriving means to keep them out because
they are poor athome,

If the
Irdian chief bad goue awong our hard-

working and skilful mtechanios instead, and
observed how faithfully they perform their
dufies, he must bave fell motre respant for
the white people.

It is sad that General Girant shonld be the
first President of the United States to forfeit
the respect which has led the red men from
time immemorial to revere the President as
their Great Father, Indeed, Rad Oloud goes
go far a8 to declare, with the simplicity and
direotness which are peculiar to primitive
men, that he is ashamed of his Great Father,
becnuse he is gullty of falsehood and duplicity.
It is only fair to wait for the exculpation of
General Grant from these grave charges, be-
fore deciding upon the controversy which
bea thus unfortunately sprung up between
him and Red Oloud. In the moeantims,
however, it is evident that he has lost his
prestige among the red as well as among the
white men, with the essential difference that
while nnaboriginel Americans resort under
such circumstances to the ballot-box for the
redresa of their grievances, our Indian
brethren are but too apt to brandish the
tomahawk.

The melancholy duty will devolve upon
(General Grant's agents among the Indians to
inform them that Great Fathers are killed off
peaceably in the white men's country every
four years, especially if they have not be-
baved well; and that consequently the red as
well as the white people mnst compose their
souls in peace until the arrival of that blesaed
Anno Dowini 1872, At present the Indians
seem to live under the impression that Gene-
ral Grant is to remnin their Great Father for
all eternity. It is of the utmost importance
to rectify this little mistake at the earliest
moment; and we trast that the Indian agents
will take care to ationd to this correction
withont s moment’s delay.
